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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

Applicant argues that Kusunoki does not teach the portion of said gate oxide 
layer located only beneath said gate electrode has first and second portions, said first 
portion is adjacent said drain region, said second portion comprises all remaining 
portions of said gate oxide layer located under said gate electrode and has first and 
second sides, said first side is adjacent said first portion and said second side is 
adjacent said source region, and said first portion has a higher ion implant concentration 
higher than in said second portion and all remaining portions of said gate oxide layer 
extending outwardly from both sides of said gate electrode , because Kusunoki teaches 
a gate formed on the entire oxide layer. 

The initial limitation in the claims of "a portion of said gate oxide layer located 
only beneath said gate electrode", does not require for a gate oxide layer to be located 
not beneath the gate electrode. The portion of said gate oxide layer located only 
beneath said gate electrode is 100% of the total length of the gate oxide layer, wherein 
0% of said gate oxide layer is not located only beneath said gate electrode. The claims 
then recite that a first portion has a higher ion implant concentration higher than other 
regions in the semiconductor device. These regions include said second portion and 
"all remaining portions of said gate oxide layer extending outwardly from both sides of 
said gate electrode". Since it has already been established that all of said gate oxide 
layer is located only beneath said gate electrode, then the amount of "all remaining 
portions of said gate oxide layer extending outwardly from both sides of said gate 
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electrode" is zero, and certainly the first portion has a higher ion implant concentration 
higher than those regions. 

In order to establish a structure wherein a gate oxide layer is not located beneath 
the gate electrode, applicant must first positively recite that "the gate oxide layer 
extends outwardly from both sides of said gate electrode, wherein a portion of said gate 
oxide layer is located only beneath said gate electrode".
